The Contractors will be responsible for mowing, edging, and trash collection around all park and public areas listed
in each zone The Contractors will provide their own equipment to perform the work The Contractors and the Parks
and Recreation Department staff will meet to schedule the cycle of services to limit mowing and use of fuel
operated equipment when possible on Ozone Action Days
